• FARRER HUSK'S SOCIAL RANK." 
The Chicago Tnbune, wbioh has al­ 
ways had a warm Bide for Governor 
Rusk, prints an editorial on the social 
rank of the secretary of agriculture 
which will be read with interest and 
amusement by the governor’s friends in 
Wisconsin: 
“Some cf the social microscopists in 
Washington have made an alarming dis­ 
covery under the la* fixing the presi­ 
dential succession. 
In examining the 
provisions to fix the eocibI rank of the 
various cabinet officers it is found that 
in case of a vacancy occasioned by the 
death of both the president snd the 
vice president, the succession passes to 
the secretary of state, and so on through 
the cabinet down to the attorney gen­ 
eral.. and there 
ends. 
The 
pres­ 
idential succession bill 
was passed 
before the 
bill 
creating the 
new 
cabinet department of agriculture, and 
the latter contains no provision making 
the Lead of that department eligible after 
the attorney general. 
So far as genera] 
principles are concerned this does not 
street the position of the secretary of 
agriculture in any vital way. 
He is a 
cabinet officer, an executive advisor, and, 
though at the tail of the list, he draws as 
large a salary as Cdr. Blaine. 
The ex­ 
perts,, however, have discovered that his 
ineligibility for the presidency affects his 
rank, ai d that upon state occasions, as 
well as those of ‘satiety ,’ it will not be 
in geed form to set him as high up as 
the others who might be presidents, if 
and if, etc.

An E m ploye of th e K ansas City Stables 
P ositive That They Are Lost. 
K ansas City, March 9.—Henry Steele, 
a hostler in the employ of the Metropolit­ 
an Cable company, who had a painful ex­ 
perience in tho fire which destroyed the 
stables Wednesday night, gave it as his 
opinion that three men perished in the fire. 
They went in ahead of him for the pur­ 
pose of saving some of t he mules, and he 
is positive that none of them got out. 
He 
himself was rescued in a fainting condition 
The debris now being removed is twenty 
feet deep, and it will be some time before 
it can be positively ascertained whether or 
not there were any lives lost. 


But it is assumed that the vessel woull 
have beeu the Nipsic, Capt. Mullin com­ 
manding. 
Capt. Schnook, Quartermaster 
of the United States Marine Corps, veri­ 
fies tho statement 
that the Olga was 
supplied with torpedos, which 
is not 
the case with the three American war ves­ 
sels dispatched to Samoa. 
Tho steamship 
Alameda of the Oceanic line, which loft 
here for Australia Feb. 9, 
touched at 
Tutuila, the southern island of the Samoan 
group Feb. 25, and arrived at Auckland 
March 3. 
Had any engagement occurred 
at Apia she would probably have learned 
the fact at Tutuila, and carried the news 
to Auckland, where the fact would have 
been cabled. 
It is conceded that tho infor­ 
mation might not have reached Tutuila, as 
Apia is seventy miles distant, in time for 
the Alameda to carry the news to Auck­ 
land. 
The steamship Zealandia is due at 
this port March IG, with news from Samoa 
down to March 2. 


D iscredited at W ashington. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
March 9.—Tho reports 
that the United States war ship Nipsic has 
been sunk at Samoa by tho Germans are 
not confirmed by any information received 
here. 
There has not been a single word re­ 
ceived at either the state or navy depart­ 
ment to confirm the rumor. 
The officials 
of these departments place no reliance 
on it. 
Secretary Blaine said that the report of 
a conflict at Samoa is, in his opinion; un- 
wo: thy of tho least credence. 
Ho regards 
it as a mere stock jobbing rumor, having 
no 
foundation 
whatever. 
Comodore 
Walker of tho Navy Department holds 
similar views. 


Mr. B ennett B elieves It. 
N ew Y o r k , March 9.—The New York 
Herald is in receipt of a telegram from 
James Gordon Bennett at Baris confirming 
the Breslau 
dispatch 
about 
Samoan 
troubles. 
Also saying the Herald will have 
a dispatch direct from Auckland on Samoa. 
Also that a naval officer in Washington 
telegraphed to a naval officer at Mare 
Island, Cal,, confirming the Breslau dis­ 
patch. 
The Herald to-morrow will print throe 
columns of comment in various localities 
relative to tho reported blowing up of the 
Nipsic by tho Gorman cruiser Olga. 
Referring to the torpedo armament of 
German gunboats Commodore Sicard said: 
“ The working rango of these torpedoes, 
to be fired with accuracy, is about 400 
yards. 
The 
German 
navy uses 
the 
Bch wart zkoff torpedo, which * is mado in 
Germany and nowhere else. 
It contains 
about 93 pounds of gun-cotton, equal in 
force to 800 pounds of gunpowder. 
They 
pre launched from the side of tho ship and 
after being aimed and shot Into the water 
they travel at the rate of 25 knots an hour, 
and if the Nipsic was within a short dis­ 
tance of tho Olga it would have been im­ 
possible for her to have got out of the 
way. ’ ’ 
Commodore Sicard said tho Nipsic might 
have been in such a position that it was 
impossible for her to get out of tho torpedo 
range, premising that tho reported engage­ 
ment actually took place. 
If such was tho 
case it would fare badly with her. 
Con­ 
cluding, the Admiral added: 
The Trenton and Vandalia must be 
there by this time, and if anything should 
have happened to the Nipsic you may rest 
assured that they will bo heard from. 
Ad­ 
miral Kimberly, tho commander of tho 
Trenton, is a courageous officer and was 
with Farragut as his Flag Lieutenant all 
through the war. 
Ho will stand no non­ 
sense, and if there is any trouble will give 
an excellent account of himself. ” 
Commodore Harmony, the assistant sec­ 
retary of the navy department, said: 
“ Of course I do not think their is any 
truth in tho report, but upon a statement 
of possible conditions I mako my comments. 
If the Olga did bombard the town and in 
jure American property and American 
citizens the commander of the 
Nipsic 
would protest first, and then, failing to 
secure protection* to our interests, would 
open fire. 
A naval officer has all the dis­ 
cretion any one has. 
He can make war 
without orders, if in his judgment tho cir­ 
cumstances demand it.” 
Admiral Porter said: 
“ I do not think the report true for many 
reasons. 
I have noticed several sensational 
items in German papers of late of as dis­ 
paraging a nature to the United States.” 
The Herald’s San Francisco special says 
that that city was in a flutter last night 
over the receipt of the news that the Olga 
had sunk the Nipsic in Samoan waters. 
Touching the authenticity of the news 
of the Encounter the Herald refers to the 
fact that a certain German ship with the 
news might have reached Auckland within 
four or five days of the occurrence and 
cabled thb facts to Germany before the ar­ 
rival there of a mail line boat, upon which 
the American dispatch agent stationed 
there by Secretary Whitney two months 
ago would be obliged to depend for the 
same information.

Springfield, 111., March 9.—There was 
an exciting scene in the House Friday, two 
of the members very nearly coming to 
blows. 
Tho trouble nroso over Mr. Wil­ 
son’s bill to prohibit book making, pool- 
selling, und betting at fair grounds and 
race courses, as wed as in cities and towns, 
which came up on second reading. 
This 
bill, together with Mr. Wisner’s anti-lot­ 
tery bill, had been referred at his request 
to tho committee on canals, river improve­ 
ments, and commerce, because Mr. Wisner 
was a moulter of that committee. 
During 
the debate on tho anti-lottery bill, which 
came up first, Mr. Sparks of Madison 
county said tho bill had been brought in 
under false pretenses and that it was a per­ 
nicious system to have bills sent to com­ 
mittees which had no jurisdiction of tho 
subject embodied therm. 
This caused dis­ 
order and aroused both Mr. Wisner and 
Mr. O’Donnell, who advocated tho measure. 
Tho lottery bill had been put away for all 
timo by a reference which would carry it to 
the bottom of tho calendar, when the book­ 
making bill was taken up. The same oppo- 
I si ti on encounteied by its predecessor was 
I encountered byjthis bill. 
Mr. Paddock was 
one of tho talkers, aud he cast some reflec­ 
tions upon tho methods employed to put it 
before the House. 
Mr. Sparks said he hail 
not found fault with the committee, but 
merely with the questionable or dishonest 
manner in which the bills were got into tho 
committee. 
He had not concluded his remarks be­ 
fore there was great disorder in tho House. I 
It had been turbulent nil tho time and now j 
there was an uproar 
Mr. Wisner jumped 
to his feet and shouted in tho midst of tho 
hubbub that “if the gentleman on the 
other side said ho Was dishonest he told a 
lie.’' 
It was utterly impossible to 
catch many words from that momont on 
account of tho tumult, but Mr. Wisner was 
gesticulating violently, pounding his desk, 
and declaring that ho nurlod back tho in­ 
sinuation into tho teeth of his arouser. 
Representatives on both sides Moro ou their 
feet shouting “ Order!” “ Fat him out.” 
“Sit down,” etc., and tho S haker was 
pounding with tho gavel in sledge hammer 
stylo. 
Mr. Sparks heard only a part of 
what Mr. Wisner said, but lie replied in a 
way to indicate that the wrong passenger 
had been awakened, for above tho din he 
wa? heard to say: “ lf yoi intimate that I 
have told a lie you are a scoundrel, a liar, 
and a coward!” 
Tho uproar was 
terrific. 
Tho 
two 
menders were standing at their seats In 
threatening attitude, with clinched fists 
and lighting posturo. 
Friends of Mr. 
Sparks surrounded him, whilo there was a 
similar demonstration in the neighborhood 
of Mr. Wisner’s chair. For a few moments 
it looked as if nothing could prevent tho 
contestants from coming to blows, but both 
were restrained from leaving their chairs. 
It was some minutes before order could bo 
restored, and confusion reigned for half an 
hour longer, whilo moulters surrouuded the 
would-be combatants aud sought to restore 
good feeling.

Tho bill originated in the tho 
Senate aud will die there. 
Among the bills killed was Gov. Hoard’s 
pet measure, which was intended to pre­ 
vent the sale of adulterated butter and tho 
manufacture of fraudulent cheeses. 
The 
Governor in his inaugural address espe­ 
cially recommended such 
a 
measure. 
Among tho other bills killed wero: 
Giving 
sheriffs a fee of $0 for each arrest; for lu­ 
cent fares on street cars in Milwaukee. 
Tho Assembly passed tho following bills: 
To create tho town of Harrison in Lincoln 
county; two bills to amend the Janesville 
charter in relation to the registration of 
births, marriages, aud deaths, and in rela­ 
tion to liens; providing for tho docketing 
of judgments of United States courts: to 
amend the revised statutes in relation to 
insurance; changing the law in relation to 
State public schools; to amend tho firo 
esoajie laws. 
Bills wero introduced allow­ 
ing the United States to buy a site for tho 
postoffice in Milwaukee and also to abolish 
the office of game warden. 
The Senate 
coucurred!in tho bill allowing tho Stato 
board of charities more scope in caring for 
the insane and in the bill to appropriate 
$1,500 for expenses of the convict labor 
committee. 
A bill was introduced provid­ 
ing penalties for wearing loyal legion but­ 
tons without being a monitor of the organ­ 
ization.

Reports from points in the county 
show that tho shoc k was very perceptible. 
Carlisle, Fa., March 9.—The earth­ 
quake shock which passed over this part of 
tho State lust evening was felt throughout 
this city. 
Numbers of buildings 
were 
shaken und the occupants frightened, but 
no damage has boon reported. 
Gettysburg, Pa., March 
9.—At 6:40 
o’clock last evening a slight earthquake 
shock was felt on Cemetery hill. 
Houses 
wore shaken until tho windows rattled foi 
ten seconds. 
It was also felt at Honorer 
and points east. 
At I.ineboro, Md., a 
noise like thunder was heal d.

Reading, Pa., Marcn 9.—Shortly after 
6:30 o’clock last evening persons residing 
in this section experienced a strange rock­ 
ing and trembling of tho earth, which ii 
believed to havo teen c aused by an earth­ 
quake.

The common council shall have 
power to organize a company of tire police to 
consist of not moro than twenty members, and 
to provide for the expen-eof m aintaining the 
same. (Such company shall be a part of the 
fire departm ent, and at tires shall be subject to 
the control of the chief engineer. The members 
of said company, and th eir successors, either 
collectively or individual y, shall be. and are 
hereby authorized and empowered to act as 
special police in and fo** the city of Janesville 
at any- and all tim es, and a e her by verted w ith 
all the power and authority which is no a,or may 
be hereafter vested in any police offi cr of said 
cit*, and shall be entitled to the same rights 
and im m unities as other members o fjth e tire 
departm ent. A ttires the tile police shall take 
charge of all property w hich shall, or may be 
exposed or endangered, and so far as may be in 
th eir power, preserve the same from injury or 
d struction. Said compauy may, from tim e to 
tim e adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations 
for its government, as it may deem necessary, 
not inconsistent w ith any law of this state. 
The members of the tire police shall not be 
entitled to any nay or cam pensation from the 
city of Janesville for services rendered in their 
o*bcial capacity. They shall, in case of riot or 
disturbance of the p ace. have free access to 
all places of public am usem ent in said city, and 
shall perform such service as may be necessary 
for the peace abd good order of said citv.

The south hts 
climate and a small fruit area. 
Wash­ 
ington, or lather tho half of it west of the 
Cascade Range where interest centers, 
the Bound country is nearly covered with 
magnificent timber, it has an uncertain 
area of rather poor soft coal, good fisher­ 
ies, and a moist, mild climate. Timber 
is the one product upoD which the west­ 
ern half of the territory must rely almost 
entirely for advancement, and over one- 
half of the territory is covered with the 
finest forests in the world.
